Pfc. J. D. Hayes Died 
In Jap Prison Camp In 
Philippines June 5, 1942 


On Wednesday of this week, Mr. 
and Mrs. R. C. Hayes received a 
letter from the 
War Department, 
which confirmed the death of their 
son, J. D. Hayes, who was reported 
missing in the Philippines in 1942. 
In a previous message, he was re­ 
ported “presumably d>"ad.” Tho let­ 
ter, dated June 15, 1945, is as fol­ 
lows: 
“I am writing you relative to my 
previous letter in which you were 
regretfully informed that a Finding 
of Death had been made in the case 
of your son, 
Private 
First 
Class 
J. D. Hayes, 
18,036,361, Infantry, 
and that the presumptive date of his 
death had 
been established as of 
July I, 1944. 
“An official report has now been 
received that he died in a Prisoner 
of War Camp in the Philippine Isl­ 
ands on June 5, 1942, a« a result of 
cerebral malaria. 
“ Sincerely, J. A. Ulio, Maj. Gen.” 
J. D. Hayes was born a t Neinda, 
Dec. 22, 1919. He enlisted in the 
Regular Army, Feb. 20, 1941, and 
was sent to the Philippine Islands 
in March of that year. He was plac­ 
ed in Go. E, 31st Infantry. He was 
captured at Bataan. 
Survivors are his parents; three 
brothers, Tech Sgt. G. W. Hayes, of 
California, Bert Hayes of Merkel, 
and Billy Ray Hayes of Hamlin; and 
two sisters, Misses Bessie and Emma 
Gene Hayes of Hamlin.

A full year is a mighty short time 
for most people, but for a young 
man, not long married, with a daugh­ 
ter back home, and a million me­ 
mories of his home-land, 365 days 
mean a long time, especially if that 
young man has spent nearly every 
day of that year in a German Prison 
C am p ... that, in short, is the full 
story of Staff Sgt. Earl E. Smith, 
member of the Air Forces, who a r­ 
rived in Hamlin last Sunday from 
being a 
prisoner of war, coming 
hundreds of miles through Germany 
under German guards, being rescued 
by the English, making his way west 
through Belgium, across to England, 
then across the Atlantic by ship to 
New York, and down to San An­ 
tonio and up to “Dear Old Hamlin” 
. . .yes, for a soldier like that, a 
year is a long time. 
But Sgt. Earl Smith is at home 
now. 
He 
has been 
bubbling over 
with happiness all this week. . .has 
finally made the acquaintance of his 
daughter, 
Mary 
Louise, 
now 
3 4 
months of age, and in the flow of 
gladness, his wife, his parents, Mi*, 
and Mrs. Wood Smith, and other re­ 
latives, and a host of friends of 
Hamlin have shared generously. Con­ 
gratulations, Earl. We hope you will 
never have to fight in another war. 
There are hardly any secrets now 
but can be told about Earl. His over­ 
seas unit was the 755 Bomb. Sqdn., 
458th Bomb. Group, with the Eighth 
AAP in England. 
Earl was born in the Hamlin com­ 
munity, April l l , 1924. He gradu­ 
ated from Hamlin High School in 
1942, and the same year, entered 
the Air Forces, and also in the same 
year, was married to Miss Craigo- 
lene 
Elmore. 
Before 
joining 
the 
service, he worked in the F & M 
National Bank in Hamiln. Ile took 
his training at Scott Field, 111., in 
radio; attended gunners school at 
Tyndal Field, Fla., and received his 
final 
training at 
Westover 
Field, 
Mass. Earl landed in Scotland on 
D-Day. He got to make two missions 
dver Germany before going down, 
June 29, and was reported missing; 
on July l l , he was reported a pris­ 
oner of war.

dreading the bombing missions, but 
after making the first one and get­ 
ting back without injury, decided it 
was not so bad. . .but on the sec­ 
ond, up on the Baltic, his plane got 
more flak than it could get home on 
and finally the order was to jump.

man civilians came running to him, 
and evidently the old man under­ 
stood that the young American was 
very thirsty, because he ordered his 
daughter to go up to the house and 
get some water. Soon an army de­ 
tail came for him, and after a while 
the entire crew was back together, 
with only two injured ankles. They 
were taken to a temporary camp, 
for interrogation, and 
later were 
sent to a camp northeast of Berlin. 
Earl said 
it was, 
perhaps, 
the 
best camp in Germany for prisoners. 
However, they were crowded in their 
barracks, food was not what a fel­ 
low could fatten on, and he lost 30 
pounds. Earl said they were always 
hungry. Red Cross packages soon 
began coming in and what they got 
helped out on their scanty rations. 
Then after months, the Russian guns 
could 
be 
heard, 
but the German 
guards told the boys it was “prac­ 
tice” firing. . .and in February, the 
evacuation started. 
Earl said he got to see over 500 
miles of Germany on foot. They 
marched west to near Hanover, and 
doubled back, and finally the Yanks 
and English came near and many of 
the fellows escaped. On these march­ 
es (to escape the Russians), food 
was scarce, and the men were al­ 
lowed to “ rustle” from the civilians, 
who seemed to have plenty. 
Well, it is good to be at home 
again. Earl will have 30 days here, 
and then will report to a swank 
hotel in Florida. 
He says, “ Gosh, 
this country looks so safe and clean 
and plentiful.” 


A. Smith, 38474943, Armored Force, 
Company D, 740th Tank Battalion, 
for distinguishing himself by meri­ 
torious service as Company Armor­ 
er in connection with military oper­ 
ations in Western Europe during the 
period 18 December 1944 to 2 May 
1945 against an enemy of the Unit­ 
ed States. Technician Fourth Grade 
Smith’s outstanding accomplishments 
and performance of duties are in the 
highest traditions of the military 
service.

Information further says that the 
young soldier shot down a German 
plane the day his unit met the Rus­ 
sians.

By Nation’s Coal Mines 
WASHINGTON. — The 
nation's 
coal m ines Inst year chalked up their 
best safety record in history despite 
equipm ent shortages, loss of skilled 
workers and other w artim e handi­ 
caps, Secretary of the Interior H ar­ 
old L. Ickes said recently. 
In a report to congress on the 
federal m ine inspection program , he 
said that 1,306 mine w inkers lost 
their lives in 1944. T his is a fatality 
rate of only 1.91 life for each 1,000,- 
000 tons of bituminous coal and 
anthracite produced,

file Church 


The word, Ekklesia, from which the w'ord church is translated, 
is used one hundred and fifteen times in the New Testament. It is 
translated “church” one hundred and twelve times; in the singular 
form se verity-six times, and in the plural thirty-six; three times it 
is rendered “assembly.” 
(Acts 19:82; 39, 41) 


The church is the New Testament institution; it is not to be 
found in the Old Testament, save by prophecy and in types— never 
in reality. 
The Lord Jesus used the word three times. 
In Matt. 
16:18, he said: “ Upon this rock will I build my church,” and in 
Matt. 18:17, he was instructing his disciples on reconciliation and 
church discipline. 


Beginning with the book of Acts, the word is used profusely; 
to be exact, one hundred and nine times. Acts of the Apostles gives 
the history of the church, its establishment, and the record of its 
thirty years’ work in evangelizing the world. 
Here, the shadows 
give place to reality’, the prophecies of the church find fulfillment, 
and the material prepared by Christ during his personal ministry 
on earth is placed into. the building— his promise bo build tlhfe smirch 
is executed. The first Pentecost following the resurrection of Jesus 
is the birthday of the church. 
After this rn* moraMc day, the hi­ 
spid d writers speak of “ the church— in Jerusalem” ; “ the churches 
established” ; “ the church of the Gentiles” ; “ the chia re h bf Cod at 
Corinth,” and “ the church of the Lord” is everywhere ta ad rf* known. 
No such expressions are found before the book of Acts. 


The church is exceedingly definite. These expressions abound; 
“The church,” without modifiers, is used sixty’-two times; “ the 
churches,” twenty-nine times; “the church of God”, “ tho churches 
of God” , the body of Christ, “the church which is his body”, “ the 
head of the body, the church.” It is never translated “ a church.” 
The modern denominational conception of the church is unknown 
lo the New Testament. The church of the New Testament is that 
inciiiijiinw r>v*r whi.»Vi (’hr^t i<* the head (Eph. 1 :22-2" ), in which 
God dwells (Eph. 2:21-22), and Of which every saved person is a 
member. (Rom. 12:4-5) 


The term church is used in the New Testament in a three­ 
fold way. 
(I) To include all the saved, the redeemed in the ag­ 
gregate (Matt. 16:18; Eph. 1:22-23; Col. 1:18); (2) To include 
the saved of certain provinces. “ So the church throughout Jud^a 
and Galilee and Samaria had peace” (Acts *J;31). Local congrega­ 
tions of these provinces met regularly, but the provincial church 
never assembled. (3) The leading idea of the church is local; The 
church in Jerusalem (Acts 8:1); the church at Corinth (I Cor. 
1:2); the
